able by the guns mountc>d un Japanese 
ships during the war was 17.004 metres. 
It Is now from 18,000 to and the 

fsvilUles for using these powerful wea¬ 
pons havs Increased In un even greater 
ratio. The training of gunnors haa made 
still more marked progress. In the battle 
of the Japan Sea it waa calculated that 
for every two hits scored by the Rus¬ 
sians. eight wers scored by the Japanese, 
and this result aroused the applause of 
naval mtn the world bver. But even this 
haa been improved upon, so ibec recent 
t'xpei’lmants indicate a conapiciious In¬ 
crease of flring cfflctency. and It la now 
believed that so far as armament Is con¬ 
cerned, two of the ships of to-day would 
be a match for three of those which 
fought In the last naval battle of the

This is the grand Anale—the 
climax that rouses you out of ^our 
lassitude, and holds you spellbound 
with admiration. They seem to rise 
sheer out of the prairie—a magniAoent 
line of snowy peaks that extend for 
miles far along the southern and west¬ 
ern Ihorlson. They may be a hundred 
miles off or they may be, only Afty; 
the point at whtrti you sett them ail 
depends on the clearnese of the day. 
It was late in the evening when I ob¬ 
tained my ArSt glimpse of the Rock¬ 
ies. and the gradeur of the scene I 
shall never forget. The sun had Just 
dropped over the topmost range; the ' 
sky for rnUes around was blood red, ' 
and the Jagged peaks standing out., 
sharp and clear against the lurid back¬ 
ground produced- an effect both won¬ 
derful and impressive. The snow In 
the crevices glistened like molten sil¬ 
ver; then It seemed to turn into a Aery 
red. but as the sun slowly sank the 
sharp lines disappeared, and the moun¬ 
tains appeared to merge themselves 
Into the gathering darknese. For a 
moment the higher peaks were seen In 
silhousette against the darkening sky. 
but only for a moment, for the twi¬ 
light is short In the Far West, and In 
a trice the Rockies had disappeared 
I from view, enveloped in the darkness 
of the night, and their glories to be 
Itldden from the eye of man until an¬ 
other day should break. 

Calgary. 

A few mlnutee later the train dropped 
into Calgary, the "real live city" that 
has grown up on the foothills of these 
great mounUlns. And In Calgary, two 
thousand miles from Montreal and 
separated from Vancouver by the 
Rockies and the Selkirks. I found my¬ 
self In a town as up-to-date, as fash¬ 
ionable, and as pushful as Glasgow, 
Manchester or Liverpool. It can only 
boast of some twenty-two thousand 
people, but its people are of the right 
sort. There are no drones In the Cnl- 
gary hive; and it lives right up to Its 
reputation of being a *'real live city." 

Calgary Is Isld out on the American 
plan. Its -streets run north and south, 
and Its avenues east and ifsst. and 
each Is numbered First. Second, or 
Third street, and First, Second and 
Third avenue, as the case may be. 
Built on the Aat prairie, the thorough- 
I fares are set out "with mathematical 
straightness, and this system of street 
nomenclature la naturally the perfect 
one. The busIncM premises on the 
main streets are handsome and sub¬ 
stantial, and there Is more stone used 
In the construction of

A Wonderful Transformation. 

Twenty-five years ago there was not 
a shack where this city now stands^ 
This part of thk prairie was the home 
of the wild, untamed Blackfeet Indian, 
but the coming of the C. P. R led tha 
way to a mighty transformation. The 
rancher treked west with his stoek. his 
cattle, and his horses, and Calgary had 
a beginning; then the farmer and tha 
manufacturer came along and settled 
down, and to-day Calgary Is a city of 
busy, streets, warahouses. smoke stacks 
Schools, collagas and churches. When 
the C. P. R. Joined <?^ary with Ed- 
inonton on the north and with M*l.eod 
. on tho south they mads It a place of 
I no little Importance. For tnsUnce. 
j the payroll of the C. P. R at Cal- 
I gary* reaches in round figures two hun¬ 
dred thousand poundsBannuatly, which 
represents etnployment for nine hun¬ 
dred men, and a population In Itself 
of between three and four thousand. 
But Calgary has one grievance; It Is 
not the capital of Alberta. This dis¬ 
tinction Is claimed by Edmonton, and 
that they have to play second fiddle 
to the northern town Is a sore point 
to the good folks of Calgary, 

Calgary, however, is doing very well. 
It has a good situation on the con¬ 
fluence of ths Bow and Elbow rivers; 
it Is said to be blessed with a good 
climate, and the Inhabitants are mak¬ 
ing a laudable effort to beautify the 
town by tree cultivation. Trees, it 
may be needless te say, are none too 
plentiful on the prairie, and for this 
reason Calgary has aa Arbor Day In 
May of each year. Arbor Day Is a 
public holiday, and on this day every 
one Is expected to plant a tree In front 
of his dwelling. I could notice that 
some of the trees were having a hard 
fight for existence, but a beginning 
has been made, and It Is not impos¬ 
sible, that some day the city wRl be 
known as "leafy Calgary."

from Dr. Clark and E. P. Bremner. In 
explaining the objects of the Forestry 
' Association now. under organisation In 
the province, to the meeting of timber 
men In the A. O. U. W. hall on Tues¬ 
day night. Summarised, their argu¬ 
ment was about as follows: 

The province of British Columbia 
probably has more standing timbdr of 
sawing quality than all of the rest of 
Canada combined. There Is also a vast 
deal of pulp wood, though In this com¬ 
modity, there Is doubtless much larger 
supplies in the east. The timber re¬ 
sources of British Columbia were not 
t.* conaM»Tefi as Inexhaustible. It 
all depended on how they are used. 
No country In the w*orld could suppoi t' 
a larger lumber Industry In perpetuity I 
than British Columbia If the forests 
were cut with a view to their yielding 
continued crops of timber. On the 
other hand. If It be made in the flnan- 
clal Interest of the logger to strip the 
land and abandon It. the forest re¬ 
sources of the province will soon be 
dissipated and with that must come the 
crippling and dnU extinction of the 
lumber industry.

hours, It was not long before they 
succumbed to the "medlclna” Soon as 
they dropped other doctors sprang 
upon them, and by different flendieh 
methods, prepared each for his special 
ordeal. 

Several Kinds of trials had been ar¬ 
ranged. which were considered equally 
severe; and before the rites began 
each youth hSLd been given his choice 
—a grim piivile^ Some were led to 
pens, two of which had been erected, 
at either side of the arena, opposite 
each other. They were formed by four 
I strong posts about six feet high, firmly 
set in th^ ground at the corners of 
a quadrangtb about four by six feet, 
^la. these quadrangles the unfortunate 
woul^be braves were stood; and looj^ 
of the flesh on their backs and breastSi 
were fastened securely oy thongs to 
the four posts. There they had to stay, 
until fhey succeeded In tearing the 
thongs loose by frantic lunges ef their 
writhing bodies. Their heroic efforts 
as they Jerked idrward and backward 
In the effort to break free, with the 
terrible laceration, made a horrible 
and sickening sight, yet theiV waa 
worse to come. » 

Some of the men had to walk (al¬ 
most stagger really) around the ring 
with great buffalo skulls attached by 
cords to the flesh of their backs. The 
weight of the skulls and their hitch¬ 
ing and dragging alone the ground, 
had to tear the thongs loose from the 
I fleeh before the men could be relieved 
of their burdens, and their endurance 
powers be adjudged thoroughly prov¬ 
ed. Not for a moment were they al¬ 
lowed to rest, and their agony must 
have been dreadful. 

I sank back la horror. At all the 
hideous sight and ths flowing blood, 

I had become very faint. My husband 
saw it. and Immediately applied the 
smelling mUs he had brought for an 
emergency. I was revived eomewbat 
by the salts, and again began to no¬ 
tice the sights about me. 

Tbe first thing 1 babeld waa a figure 
hanging twenty feet or more from the 
ground, by tbe flesh of ita back at¬ 
tached by a thong to the pole In tbe 
centre of the enclosure. .The blood was 
streaming down hla body, and drip¬ 
ping to the ground. Several more men 
were being put up In the same way. 
They were left to hang until the flesh 
by which their weight wae suspended, 
ripped free. The thongs were fasten¬ 
ed to the pole near tta top and tbe 
bodies could swing to and fro past 
the pole—often bumping against It.

HOW DIVERS ARE TRAINED 


ffcbools in Englend—How Science Has 
Helped Them to Work In tbe Sea. 


The British Admiralty trains divers, 
and every British warship curries at leas^ 
one ropreeentatlve of the t^raft and (iv- 
quently more. There are training schools 
St Portsmouth, Devonport and Sheer-, 
nese. ' 

One of the difficulties with which divers 
have to contend la probably not realised 
by a landsman, namely, that the greater 
tbe depth the greater is the oressure of 
water on tho man's body and the greater 
the labor and exhaustion of working. The 
naval wuthoiittea limit their men to a 
depth of 120 feet. The greatest depth to 
which a man has descended Is said by 
Siebe to have been 2(H feet, and the pres¬ 
sure at that depth was extraordinary, 
namely, pounds to the square inch. 
One wonders how any human being could 
stand It. I'welve fathoms, or about sev¬ 
enty feet, would b« enough for most men. 
The ears and nose would probably b^n 
to bleed and the pressure on tho bead 
would be Very serious. A practiced diver 
can. of course, descend much deeper with¬ 
out such unpleasant sensations. 

Ris dress costs more than a hundred 
pounds; It is of tanned twill and rubber 
and made In one piece, adth* a big opening 
at tho neck. The helmet is of copper and 
screws on to the shoulders so tightly that 
the watfr cannot penetrate the Joint. Air 
Is pumped down to him by a pipe made 
of' canvas snd rubber, snd outlet valves, 
which only open outwardly, ore placed at 
e4iavenlent places to permit the vitiated 
air to escape.

He 
therefore touches the button end telka es 
If he were in the city. 

Another great Improvement le use 
of the electric lamp, though In some West 
Indian waters a diver can see clearly for 
eome distance. In other waters again the 
derknesa is Intense twenty or thirty feet 
down. The weight of the dress is extra¬ 
ordinary. and Is necessary to enable the 
diver to maintain his stability. His hel¬ 
met weighs considerably over a quarter of 
a hundredweight, and bis boots, taken 
together, about as much, while if these be 
rot suffl<4ent be claps lead ttpon his 
Bhouldera.'

If clever, enter the superior 
school of war for two years, with a 
view to staff service or duty Im tbe 
schools; higher grade schools for each 
branch of tbe service being also avail¬ 
able for advanced ooursee. SchooU for 
non-commlael<med ofllcere and aleo In 
full working order. It Is thus evident 
that China la making aerlous efforta to 
form a body of trained officers, but It 
will require at least a generation, or 
thirty years, for the young officer of 
the new bchool to reach the upper ranks 
of the army. At present the (Thlnaee 
higher official, although posaesaing a 
good general knowledge and capable of 
automatic manoeuvre work, has not 
the true qualities of the military chief, 
and cannot dispense with the assistance 
of young advisers, who are generally 
taken from those who have been 
through the Japanese schools. 

Although their general behaviour Is 
now excellent^ old habits of Indolence 
and of taking opium still linger among 
the older men. Neither sports, fencing, 
raciqg, nor athletics are persevered 
with as In Japan, and the cavalry offi- 
cers, mounted on quiet Mongol horses, 
art not horsemen. Bnt the younger 
men are already showing themselves 
capable of better things, and the pres¬ 
ent movement promises result* which 
it is Impossible to calculate. 

The new regulations show equal cafb 
In the raising of the rMik-aad-flle. In 
the first place, service In the new Chi¬ 
nese army, except for the Manchus, Is 
to be voluntary. In prin61ple "only 
men belonging to a known family, and 
able to furnish tbe names of their for¬ 
bears up to the third generation, will 
be allowed to engage. They must be of 
good physique, not opium smokers, have 
no secret vices, and never have been 
mixed up with revnltiNonary matters." 

Not least In Importance are the new 
pay regulations. The ..Chinese recruit, 
as BM».ae aooeptsd. Is now allowed a 
small rate of pay and his travelling tx- 
psasss on Joining. Ths full pay of the 
Midler amounts to 4 1-1 tgel% or IIJO 
a month. One tael per monUi is de- 
dueUd, gad sent through the local man¬ 
darins to the soldier's parents, due re¬ 
ceipts being ^arfsd for tbe ssmSt 
while parents are allowed to complain 
through their sons to corps' command- 
srs In eass of any delay In suqh pay- 
menU. Moreover. If a soldier, aftsr 
thros^moilthB* service, pa sses an etam- 
Inatlon, hts parents. If possessed of lees 
than five acres, srlll be exempted from 
tbe land tan. OCbsr advantages are 
also grantsd them, by which every en- 
eeuragement Is gtvsn to recruiting.

“The situation In South Africa was 
assravated by a policy of attachinc 
relatives and speolal friends of the peo* 
pie controlling the mines, to lucrative, 
but .useless positions. For Instance, 
consultlns engineers are employed at 
fabulous salaries, and the system of 
head workers Is swelled to such an ex> 
tent that there Is nothing left of the 
mines' productiveness for the Miners, 
but eleven cents a day and the privilege 
of eating and sleeping In the company 
boardlnr-house. The money Is swaU 
lowed up'by the engineering staffa The 
directing staff is represented by the 
mine manager, who Is practically solely 
responsible for the operation of the 
mine.” ■ 

Ur. Chick believes that the status of 
the mining industry in South Africa 
will Improve with an Improvement of 
the status of the mining labor, and a 
reform of managing methods. Ha 
thinks there are many low grade prop¬ 
ositions there, not yet touched, which 
will eventually be developed at a profit. 

Touching finally on tho point that 
there was connection between the qual* 
ity of the ore and the labor conditions 
In the Johannesburg mines. Hr. Chick 
pointed put that the average cost of 
producing a ton of ore with coolie la¬ 
bor In South Africa was something like 
seventeen shtllings. The cost of pro¬ 
ducing ere with white labor In Aus¬ 
tralia was between thirteen and fifteen 
shillings per ton. 

There Is a good future for South Af¬ 
rica, and Hr. Chick thinks ite real 
progroBB will be hastened by the 
ptntesmanlfke policy of the British gov- 
ernrnefit In granting.self government to 
this*;-colony. Intermarrying has taken 
plade between Briton and Boer and an¬ 
imosities will eventually be obliterated 
In the ever extending family tiea In 
Rhodesia they are making fine strides 
In farming. The growing of flax, to> 
bacco and coffee has been successfully 
experimented with, and fruit culture 
haa been commenced also. A very good 
Turkish tobacco Is produced by the 
colony. All their products are readily 
marketed.
